The year may establish a new 
record for the number of auto­ 
mobile accidents, according to 
the recapitualation of state po­ 
lice activities for the first eight 
months of 1960. 
So far this year a total of 259 
auto crashes have been investi­ 
gated by the officers from the 
local substation compared to 235 
investigations during the com­ 
parable period in 1959. 
While the number of accidents 
has increased, the death and in­ 
jury toll is below that of the 
prior year for the eight-month 
perior. 


Fewer Were Killed 
So far 13 persons have been 
killed in auto accidents on Adams 
County highways compared to 15 
for the same months a year ago 
and 200 have been injured com­ 
pared to 205 during the compar­ 
able 1959 period. 
Damage to autos, trucks and 
property caused by accidents so 
far in 1960 is estimated by police 
at $190,445 while during the com­ 
parable period of 1959 the dam­ 
age was $163,894. 
August Report 
Last month showed a decline in 
the number of accidents, but an 
increase in the number killed and 
injured, August’s toll was 37 ac­ 
cidents in which five persons were 
killed, 48 were hurt and damage 
totaled $30,825. During August a 
year ago there were 42 accidents 
in wdrich two persons were fatally 
injured, 30 less seriously hurt and 
damage was $29,280. In July this 
year there were 37 accidents, in 
which 19 were injured and dam­ 
age was estimated at $26,575.

ed States had broken the codes of 
friendly nations and even planted 
a spy in a friendly embassy. 
Mitchell and Martin, bachelor 
friends since service in the U. S. 
Navy, refused to tell how they 
got to Moscow from NSA head­ 
quarters at Ft. Meade, Md. They 
are known to have come by way 
of Mexico City.

2 Killed As Plane Falls 
On Gridiron While Team 
Practices This Morning 


CHESTER. Pa. ( A P ) - A four- 
seat, single-engine airplane lost a 
wing and crashed on the football 
field of Pennsylvania Military Col­ 
lege today while the football team 
practiced. 
At least two bodies—of a man 
and a woman—were in the plane 
wreckage 
No 
football 
players 
were hurt, although a wing nar­ 
rowly missed two running for a 
pass. 
Coroner Francis J. Catania said 
there was a possibility there might 
be two more bodies, but he or­ 
dered the wreckage left alone 
pending arrival of Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board investigators. 
“Heard Kids Hollar" 
Witnesses said the plane seemed 
to “come apart in the air” while 
flying at about 1.000 feet. Homes 
surround the college for miles in 
every direction, and the down­ 
town area of thus industrial com­ 
munity south of Philadelphia is 
only seconds away by air. The pi­ 
lot apparently spotted the football 


field as the only open area and 
was attempting to land there. 
’ “I heard some kids holler ami 
looked up,” said Joseph Alampi, a 
salesman.

ARGENTINA, 
CUBA ARE SEEN 
NEAR “BREAK"

HAVANA (AP) - A bitter ex­ 
change between Fidel Castro’s 
Cuba and Argentina sparked pre­ 
dictions today of a diplomatic 
break 
between the tw-o Latin 
American countries. 
Cuba's Foreign Minister Rani 
Roa brought the issue to a head 
Monday night. In a sharp note to 
Argentina ambassador Julio A. 
Amosedo, he flatly rejected Ar­ 
gentina’s protests over his recent 
attack on the government ol Pres­ 
ident Arturo Frondizi before the 
Organization of American States 
in San Jose. Costa Rica. 
Rao also sent a note—milder in 
tone—brushing aside Brazil’s pro­ 
tests against his attack on For­ 
eign Minister Horacio Lafer. 
Roe'* Notes 
The exchange was 
prompted 
w'hen Roa launched a biting at­ 
tack on Argentina and Brazil at 
San Jose after they joined 17 
other OAS nations in a censure 
of Cuba for agreeing to accept 
Soviet military aid in event of a 
U.S. attack. 
Roa countered the Argentine 
protest by declaring it was im­ 
passible that he had offended the 
dignity of the Argentine people 
since “the dignity of the Argen­ 
tine people was defended and 
honored in San Juse by the dele­ 
gation of Cuba and not by the del­ 
egation of Argentina.” 
Argentina’s 
behavior 
at 
the 
OAS 
conference 
demonstrated, 
said Roa, “Its frank adhesion to 
interventionist and aggressive ma­ 
neuvers planned and organized by 
the U.S. government against Cu­ 
ba.” 
He said Argentina had joined in 
opposing a Cuban resolution which 
would respect the rights of the 
Cuban people to rule their own 
destiny. 
The Cuban 
resolution, 
which was defeated, charged the 
United States with economic ag­ 
gression.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Pennsylvania suffered the third 
highest traffic death toll in the na­ 
tion over the Labor Day weekend 
as 24 persons were killed during 
the 78-hour period. 
California had the worst record 
with 42 highway deaths while Tex­ 
as counted 28 from toe period be­ 
ginning at 6 p.m. Friday and end­ 
ing last midnight, 
Seven other fatal accidents in 
the state, including three drown­ 
ings, pushed the over-all death toll 
to 31.

The worst accident occurred on 
Saturday when three Jeannette 
men were killed near Greensburg 
when their auto crashed into a 
utility pole on Route 30.

this legislation for the year end­ 
ing next June 30. 
Greatest Victory 
Greatest 
victory 
here, 
Clark 
said, was in winning approval of 
a $4,530 OOO appropriation for the 
proposed Kinzua, Pa., flood con­ 
trol and stream flow regulation 
dam. Opposed strongly in some 
quarters, hackers of the dam—-to 
tie the largest in the Northeastern 
'United States—finally won out.

This year’s appropriation means 
virtually that the dam now can­ 
not be stopped. Contracts already 
have been let for relocation of 
1 highways and railroad tracks. The 
dam will cost upwards of $119 mil­ 
lions to complete. 
Clark noted also that legislation 
to initiate a new and expanded 
coal research program—of great 
I interest to Pennsylvania—also won 
final approval. 
To Try Again 
As for federal aid to chrinically 
depressed areas, vetoed for the 
second time by President Eisen­ 
hower, Clark said he and other 
I backers (rf the plan will be back 
1 in January to have another try at 
I it. 
Clark this week is spending a 
brief vacation with his wife and 
friends at East Hampton. Long 
Island, N. Y. He’ll be back in the 
election campaign harness by the 
end of the week, though. 
Although not up for election him­ 
self this year. Clark will be one 
of the mast active of Democrats 
in the campaign seeking to put 
Sen. John F. Kennedy <D-Mass> 
in the White House and return a 
Democratic majority to the House 
in the Pennsylvania congressiopal 
delegation 
At York On 20th 
Clark said he hopes to tie with

Son. Huey Long 
When Sen. Huey Long died Sept 
IO. 1935, after being shot, he had 
become 
bigger than 
Louisiana 
politics. He was a national figure, 
getting bigger and. from the long- 
range view, perhaps more danger­ 
ous. 
This writer never believed that 
Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy, despite 
such support as he had, would 
ever go further than the Senate, 
or that he would remain there 
long after his crusade simmered 
down. 
McCarthy wasn’t for something. 
He was against something—Com­ 
munism. Most other Americans 
were against it, too. But this in 
a sense was negative. It never 
gave voters the feeling they were 
going any place with McCarthy. 
McCarthy In Eclipse 
McCarthy had only one string 
to his bow, and it snapped. By 
the time he died in 1954 he was 
in eclipse. Even Hitler knew pol­ 
itics better than that. He was 
against Jews. But he was for « 
bigger Germany, a richer German 
life, he said. 
Nobody knew the political magic 
better than the old Tammany Hall 
politicians. They were for some­ 
thing—a better life somehow for 
the tenement poor in New York. 
By finding them jobs, helping 
them in distress, providing food, 
they gave the poor a sense (rf be­ 
longing, particularly the children 
of immigrants. 
Edge Knocked Off 
The edge was knocked off Tam­ 
many’s appeal—but not the basic 
nature of its appeal—when the 
government under the New Deal 
stepped in with Social Security, 
public assistance, unemployment 
compensation. 
It was Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
more than any president in this 
century, who had the opportunity, 
with a nation in the despair of de­ 
pression. to give the masses a 
new sense (rf direction and of be­ 
ing wanted. 
His New Deal was so broad it 
was easy for the millions who re­ 
elected him time and again to 
identify his success with their own 
and him with them. 
President Eisenhower 
President Eisenhower did it an­ 
other way when the country was 
torn by McCarthy ism and the 
Korean War. He met the national 
desire for quiet and peace and 
restored both. No wonder he was 
re-elected overwhelmingly in 1956. 
When Huey Long became gov­ 
ernor in 1928, Louisiana was one 
of the poorest and most illiterate 
states in the nation. Children had 
to buy their own schoolbooks. The 
roads were gravel from border to 
border. 
The mass of French-speaking 
Cajuns in the Acadian country in 
the south and the red-necked An­ 
glo-Saxons in the north had a 
right to feel neglected and un­ 
wanted. The comforts of the rich 
were something they didn’t have 
and couldn’t know. 
Blasted Rick 
Long blasted the rich, identified 
himself with the more numerous 
poor, and promised them a new 
and better life, a new direction. 
He made good on a lot of his 
promises. 


ton Rouge was a visible monument 
to the new life he talked about. 
The secret of his political philos­ 
ophy and his appeal was summed 
up in the title of the book he 
wrote: “Every Man a King.” 
This writer knew both Huey and 
Earl. Huey was far the smoother 
He had far the bigger vision of 
the two—at least for himself. And 
he was undoubtedly the more 
ruthless, as his death under gun­ 
fire showed. 
But if you had been exposed to 
Earl you would have had no doubt 
he was in earnest in wanting to 
do things for the masses, even if 
tied up with that desire was his 
own desire for power. 
What Earl represented, in es­ 
sence, was a continuance of Hu­ 
ey’s philosophy.

Bogan With Cart 
The trend may have started 
with apartment dwellers renting 
a car now and then rather than 
keeping one in the city. Now it is 
spreading into the suburbs for ap­ 
pliances to be used all the time. 
as apart from the old custom of 
renting services equipment just 
for parties. 
Already consumers can lease 
TV sets. furniture, power tools, 
and airplanes and cabin cruisers 
as well as cars—sometimes from 
dealers 
and 
increasingly 
from 
leasing corporations. 
The industry is now talking 
about offering a household equip­ 
ment package one (rf these days 
It would include washer, dryer, 
refrigerator, dishwasher, air con­ 
ditioner and optional power lawn­ 
mower. 
Some Leasing Benefits 
This may wait until rental costs 
can be lowered to the level of 
monthly payments for eventual 
ownership. 
Leasing and time payment costs 
now run about the same in the 
first two years, Lippincott A Mar- 
guiles says, if you count in de­ 
preciation, service and interest 
charges. .After that, as deprecia­ 
tion 
ratios 
decrease, 
leasing 
charges mount by 5 to 15 per cent 
over purchase costs. 
Listed as extra leasing benefits 
are 
freedom 
from 
insurance 
charges and major repair bills, 
from trade-in problems and get­ 
ting up the down payment, and 
from loss of appliance use while 
waiting for the repair man to get 
parts for machines which design­ 
ers charge tend to be too highly 
machines and too complicated.

He charged Monday night that 
Soviet planes bound on infiltration 
and subversion missions to the 
Congo are being allowed to use 
the NATO base. 
Repeated Chargee 
The Democratic nominee wired 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter seeking a telephone inter­ 
view to explore the administra­ 
tion’s position on this matter. 
With what to him was a highiy 
satisfactory’ round of Labor Day 
campaigning in Michigan behind 
him, Kennedy repeated his charge 
that the Republican administra­ 
tion has surrendered first place in 
the world to the Soviets and is 
standing motionless at home. 
In an address prepared for a 
rally here. Kennedy said that “to 
assert leadership abroad requires 
that 
mw assert 
leadership 
al 
home.” 
Move Ahead 
“It requires that we move aheac 
on every front and on every fron­ 
tier,” he said. “.And we have not 
been 
moving 
ahead 
in recent 
years ” 
As chairman of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations subcommittee on 
.Africa, Kennedy felt it was proper 
for him to call for information 
from the State Department. 
Kennedy said in a statement 
that he feels the Soviet flights 
could have a single purpose—“to 
bring the cold war to the Congo 
and to undermine the freedom 
and newly won independence of 
the African people. 
Spells Attitude 
Standing on a temporary plat­ 
form in a park at Muskegon, 
Mich., with a yellow banest moon 
peering over the horizon, Kennedy 
spelled out his attitude toward Ei­ 
senhower in a simple sentence 
“I admire the President of the 
United Ste es a s a man,” he said.

PENNSY WAITS 
WORD FROM 
TWO UNIONS 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
Pennsylvania R a i l r o a d today 
awaited an answer from two strik­ 
ing unions on its offer to subm it to 
“ final 
and 
binding 
arbitration” 
three issues which it says are 
blocking settlem ent of a six-day 
strike which has shut down the 
nation’s largest rail carrier. 
TRR officials announced at a 
news 
conference 
Monday 
night 
they had sent telegram s to the 
Transport 
W orkers and 
System 
Federation Unions stating that the 
railroad would be willing “ provid­ 
ed the strike is called off im m e­ 
diately, to sign up on the 23 is­ 
sues tentatively agreed upon” and 
to settle three others by arb itra­ 
tion. 
Im m ediately after the news con­ 
ference a spokesman for both un­ 
ions said they had not received 
the telegram s and therefore would 
have no im m ediate com m ent on 
their plans

The spokesm an said "it is not 
correct and yet not absolutely in­ 
correct” that 23 issues had been 
tentatively agreed upon. 
Michael J. Quill, president of the 
Transport W o r k e r s which has 
some 15,0000 non-operating em lp 
es on strike, was reported to be 
inaccessible when newsmen called 
him Monday night for an answer 
to the railro a d s proposal. 
Quill planned to leave Philadel 
phia today for a tour of the 10,000- 
mile PRH network in 13 states and 
the District of Columbia to rally 
his striking m em bers and also the 
5,000 System Federation non-oper­ 
ating employes Pittsburgh was to 
be first on the tour. 
Latest Proposal 
Jam es M. Symes. PRR board 
chairm an, and Allen J. Greenough, 
president, said the latest proposal 
is a challenge to the strikers to be 
"fair ami reasonable." 
But a TWC spokesman called 
it a “cheap gimmick and another 
action to prolong the strike."

TOM KENNEDY 
GIVEN AWARD 


PITTSBURGH 
(A P '-P re sid e n t 
Thomas Kennedy of the United 
Mine W orkers is the first person 
to receive the Pittsburgh Dioce­ 
san Labor Award from the P itts­ 
burgh Diocese of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church. 
The annual aw ard, com m end­ 
ing Kennedy for service to t h e 
labor m ovement and the com­ 
munity, was presented Monday at 
the annual Labor Day Mass in St. 
P aul's Cathedral. 


Kennedy and Gov. Lawrence let! 
about 4,000 m em bers of the rail­ 
road brotherhoods and the United 
Mine W orkers in a parade pre­ 
ceding the Mass. 
The Mast Rev. John J. Wright, 
bishop of the Pittsburgh Diocese, 
said in a serm on at the Mass: 
"In the final 
solution of the 
great struggle between labor and 
m anagem ent, the people — t h e 
public community as a whole 
m ust have a priority claim . 
"To assum e that the only rights 
involved in an industrial dispute 
are those of capital and labor is a 
serious m istake. And as between 
labor and m anagem ent, that par- 


fication by which the union seeks 
to prevent (he railroad from as­ 
signing employes to different type 
of work.

BLAMES GOF

HARRISBURG YAP— The state 
secretary of labor and industry 
says the Republican m ajority in 
the State Senate has vetoed vir­ 
tually every program of interest 
to 
labor .since 
Dem ocrats took 
over the governorship six years 
ago. 


Speaking to a Labor Day rally 
in M arket Square here Monday, 
William L. Batt Jr. declared Penn­ 
sylvania is decades 
behind 
the 
progressive states of the nation 
in m eeting the social and econo­ 
mic needs of all its citizens.” 


"This is largely because of the 
stranglehold of the most reaction­ 
ary elem ents of the Republican 
P arty in the State Senate,” he 
added. 
Other prominent Dem ocrats is­ 
sued 
statem ents 
as 
politicians 
stepped up the tempo of fall elec­ 
tion cam paigns. 
M ayor Arthur J. G ardner of 
E rie, a m em ber of the State Dem­ 
ocratic Platform Committee, said 
he would urge a strong plank on 
industrial and urban redevelop­ 
ment. 
He said the Eisenhower 
Administration failed "to under­ 
stand the concept of industrial aid 
proposals passed during the last 
session of Congress.” 
State Sen. Jo Hays of Centre 
County, also a m em ber of the 
D em ocratic platform group, said 
that under Democrats "m ore has 
been done in tile field of natural 
resources than in the days of Gif­ 
ford Pinchot." Pinchot, a Repub­ 
lican and a noted conservationist, 
served two term s as governor aft­ 
er World War I.

Hays, in a statem ent from State 
College, said he felt state Demo­ 
crats have m ade an outstanding 
record in developing flood control, 
state parks, forestry, harbor im­ 
provement and water conserva­ 
tion.
